The right of the borough to recov- 
er from abutting property owners un- 
der existing laws is always based up- 
on the validity of the ordinance 
adopted by the Council and if the con- 
structyon of the sewer system would 
increase the indebtedness of the bor- 
ough beyond the constitutional limi- 
tations without the consent of^ the 
electors, then there could be no re- 
covery from the abutting property 
owners for the proportionate cost of 
the construction of the sewer system 
and the sewage disposal plant for 
that reason 


I believe the borough should have 
an adequate sewer system; but the 
ordinance containing no provision for 
the increase of indebtedness to cover 
the costs of construction, I am with- 
holding my approval rather than run 
th'e risk of placing the entire cost of 
construction upon the borough with- 
out any hope of recovering any por-t 
tion of the- sum trom abutting prop- 
erty owners afe is proposed by the 
ordinance. 


This is too great a burden to place 
upon the finances of the borough and 
would be such a debt as would bar 
further municipal improvements for. 
years to come.

Anywhere that the fly exists this test 
can be applied to warn the people 
against the insect's menace, while the 
test itself has no medical value, it 
affords a simple but convincing dem- 
onstration which cannot be ignored.''
